Israel Allen Brenner, an impor- 
tant figure in the racket for 25 | 
years, and Louis Schaeffer, who | 
draws about $3500 a month from | 
the racket, were witnesses yester- | 
day before the grand jury.

U.S. Jury’s Finding. 


Brenner, the federal grand jury | 
report | 


said in its sensational 
April 29, “is now doing a gross 
business of about $300,000 a year 
and employs about 30 numbers 
writers.” 

The federal grand jury re- 
ported: “So vast as to almost 
challenge the credulity of the 
average citizen Is the volume of 
business done by the octopus 
commonly known as the policy 
racket. Its tentacles extract $3.- 
500,000 a year from the pockets, 
generally of the poor, who make 
its existence possible.” 

Last Jan. 1, the federal report 
stated, Joe Gurera, a well-knewn 
police character, muscled in on 
Brenner's business. 
jurors found, “invested no money 
in the venture, knew nothing of 
its operation, is not related to 
Brenner and has no other connec- 
tion with him.” 

Predecessors in Racket. 

Schaeffer is a nephew of the 
late Celestin (Bud) Tralle, who 
operated the largest policy busi- 
ness in Kansas City. Tralle died 
in April 1949 and left his business 
to John (Peck) MacBride and 
Schaeffer, 

Shortly after Tralle’s death, the 
Post-Dispatch learned, John Man- 
Ziaracina (Johnny Mag) and Max 
Jaben muscled into the policy 
business inherited by MacBride 
and Schaeffer. Mangiaracina and 
Jaben took a 50-per cent interest. 
The four partners, Manglaracina, 
Jaben, MacBride and Schaeffer, 
each drew $3500 a month from 
the racket. Later MacBride sold 
his interest to Walter Rainey, 
leading gambler of Jackson 
county. 

When the federal grand jury 
began looking into the racket last 
September, the Post - Dispatch 
learned, Jaben and Mangiarzcina 
became worried and altered the 
books to make it appear they ac- 
eye a.

Hundreds of Writers.

Mrs. A. L. Hauser’s experience with 


More Dust Than Light . 


The Army Finance Center has had more than 
its share of investigations, and now is about to 


be subjected to another one. Despite the mul-- 


tiplicity of the past investigations, the forthcor - 
ing probe, by a House Armed Services sub-com- 
mittee, is welcome. 

The report of the House Post Office-Civil Serv- 
ice subcommittee investigation, headed by Con- 
-gressman Karst, has raised more questions than 
it answered. By indirection, it kept alive the 
Communist issue originally injected, bx a dis- 
charged employe. But the committee supplied 
no documentation. 

It charged collusion to falsify files in order 
to discredit loyalty investigations. Said to be 
involved were an Army officer, the former per- 
sonnel director, two other employes of the cen- 
ter and representatives of the International Busi- 
ness Machine Corp. But I.B.M. has denied the 
accusation and there is nothing in the Karst 
report to substantiate that charge either. 

The Karst report charged overpayments by the 
Finance Center of $157,596,000 in allotments to 
soldiers’ dependents, but it did not say how much 
of that total had béen recovered. The Army 
countered with a statement that only about $35.- 
000,000 remained to be retrieved, but it did not 
say how much had been overpaid. 

The Army did, however, score an important 
point when it reminded the public that Con- 
gress had directed it in 1943 to pay the allot- 
ments first and worry about bookkeeping later, 
in order to help maintain soldiers’ morale. This 
was & wise decision, as any soldier or member 
of his family who experienced delays in receiv- 
ing allotment checks will agree. 

But it was almost: inevitable that some persons 
would -receive more money than they had com- 
ing, because of delays in notification of discharge 
and other changes of status. This was a cal- 
culated risk, an intelligent risk, and one which 
will have been a good bargain even if a few 
million dollars were lost as a result of it. 

Even if it proves impossible to collect the full 
amount still outstanding, the loss should be 
weighed in the light of the hundreds of millions 
which the United States lost, unavoidably, in dis- 
posing of surplus property by virtual gift of enor- 
mous reductions in price immediately after the 
war. It is one more cost to be charged up to 
the war. The committee found no evidence of 
fraud in the handling of funds. 

But the confusion which the Karst committee 
has left in its wake needs ta be resolved. A far 
more thorough and intelligent investigation is in 
order. Now that the committee has given its 
report, the public still does not know the answer 
to the main questions: 

Was there culpable inefficiency in the pay- 
ment of allotments at the Finance Center? 

Were there, or are there now, at the Center 
disloyal persons doing harm to the United States? 
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Some See the World Differently 


Most intriguing is the story of Ivan Marusic, 
the stone mason, who was found dead the other 
day in his bleak, third-floor room on the South 
Side. Although he paid his taxes, provided for 
his wife and two sons in Yugoslavia and left some 
$7000 for disposal by the public administrator, 
he seems to have led a life of stark austerity. 
One wonders why. 

The recluse and the hermit, as any policeman 
knows, are not quite as rare in the city as may 
seem to those whose lives fall into comfortable 
patterns. Nor is ‘there any subconscious conspir- 
acy to ignore them, even though there is a temp- 
tation to dismiss them as “touched.” 

But in a good many cases that is a little too 
easy. These people select their special values 
for the shaping of their lives; and it takes an 
unusual brashness to say that they do not have 
the right to make their choice, or that the choice 
is wrong simply because it differs so greatly 
from the standard accepted by most of us. 

We can’t help wondering what Mr. Marusic 
thought about the 1950 automobile models, or 
television, or atomic bombs, or Senator McCar- 
thy, or the Russians. It is too bad that he did 
not leave his glasses to give us at least a quick 
peek at the world through unaccustomed lenses. 
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Mr. Truman on Small Business 

When President Truman in Wyoming dis- 
cussed his program of aid to small business, 
Senator Bridges of New Hampshire as spokes- 
man for the Republicans denounced him for 
making a “typically political speech.” 

It may be assumed that Mr. Truman never 
lets his mind stray too far from politics. As 
the holder of the supreme political office of the 
land he would be strange if he did. Yet the 
cry of “politics” is hardly an adequate answer 
to the problems of-small business. Nor can 
the President's recent message on that subject 
‘be brushed off as merely a base proffer of 
federal handouts to business men. 

What did Mr. Truman propose? First of all, 
he proposed a system of insuring bank loans 
up to $25,000, in the same way that the FHA 
insures mortgages for home owners. This is 
an extension of a principle already in effect 
for certain business loans guaranteed by the 
Federal Reserve banks and the RFC. Except 
for starter funds to be repaid to the Treasury, 
it would involve no federal outlay. The loans 
themselves would come from private capital. 

Next, Mr. Truman proposed the establishment 
of a system of “national investment companies,” 
to supply equity capital and long-term loans to 
small businesses which could not get financing 
elsewhere. Again, the capital for these banks 
would come not from government but primarily 
from private investors. Incentives for such 
investment would be sought through the ex- 
tension of special tax treatment. 

Finally, as a backstop, Mr. Truman proposed 
broadening of the RFC’s powers so that it could 
make longer-term loans and in certain cases 
relax its present collateral rules. This part of 
the program is debatable. It would, of course, 
imply expansion of direct government financing 
of business. Some recent unfortunate loans, 
and the curious way in which RFC officials 
have been turning up on the payrolls of bene- 
ficiary firms, do not create a favorable atmos- 
phere for that expansion. 

Nevertheless Mr. Truman’s program as a 
whole deserves serious consideration. The Com- 
mittee for Economic Development, an organiza- 
tion of business men which is certainly non- 
political, has long been on record in favor of 
special capital banks for small business. A 
representative of the equally non-political Brook- 
ings Institution .told Congress months ago that 


there is a substantial core of small-scale 
en representing 


and not because everybody loves the little fel- 
low (especially in an election year), but because 
a free economy demands competition and an 
expanding economy demands encouragement for 
new ideas, new enterprises and new jobs. 


The Curators Ask a Question 
The University of Missouri Board $f Curators 
has taken the Negro admission issue away from 
the Legislature and put the matter before the 
courts. In their suit fore declaratory judgment, 
the curators showed commendable initiative. 

What the board wants to know is whether and 
how Negro students should be admitted to the 
State University. The eurators have been 
caught in a conflict of federal and state law, 
and left helpless by the Missouri Senate's re- 
fusal to pass a House measure to admit Negroes. 

The situation was and remains ridiculous. The 
state universities of every state surrounding 
Missouri have ac¢epted Negro students. That is 
true of Kentucky, Arkansas and Oklahoma. Mis- 
souri has been left to bring up the rear. 

As the curators’ petition to the Cole county 
circuit court indicates, Missouri law requires 
segregation. Yet the Missouri Constitution re- 
quires equal treatment and opportunity for 
citizens. And the Federal Constitution, as in- 
terpreted in recent United States Supreme Court 
decisions, obligates the states to provide equal 


educational facilities regardless of race or color. 


Circuit Judge Sam Blair is asked to rule op 
which law the curators should heed. And the 
faet is that Missouri’s segregated system of 
higher learning does not provide equal opportu- 
nities. Three Negro students, who are parties 
to the curators’ suit, seek education in engineer- 
ing and graduate economics. Lincoln Univer- 
sity, for Negroes, does not offer such courses. 
The University of Missouri does. 

At this point the theory of “separate but 
equal” educational facilities becomes an exces- 
sive overpayment to prejudice. For if qualified 
students cannot go to the state schools at Colum- 
bia and Rolla, then Lincoln University is com- 
pelled to provide courses they seek. There would 
be almost no end to the costly duplication of 
courses, equipment and faculties, or to the con- 
sequent waste of public funds. 

The Board of Curators knows this. The State 
University and Lincoln University know this. 
A large proportion of the legislators have come 
to recognize it. Now the curators’ suit should 
provide legal recognition of the facts about race 
discrimination in higher education. 
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15 Days 


On the night of May 27-28, 1947, a safe in the 
Kansas City Election Commission®rs’ office was 
blasted and vital evidence in the 1946 Demo- 
cratic primary vote frauds was stolen.

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Jokers in the Red Deck 

It was a stacked deck Russia handed the West- 
ern Allies in pretending to agree to city-wide 
elections for Berlin. The two biggest jokers 
were the requirements that occupation troops 
leave the city, and that the “little occupation 
statute,” under which West Berlin has a meas- 
ure of self-government, be scrapped. 

For if Western troops were to leave Berlin, 
they would have to withdraw 100 miles to the 
West, and there is no guarantee that they would 
be able to get back again without full-scale inva- 
sion. Meanwhile, the Soviets’ East German 
military police force, backed by Russian troops 
on the border of the city, would have free rein 
in the city. Only potential opposition would be 
the large West Berlin police force, which has not 
received extensive military training. 

And if the “little occupation statute” were to 
be scrapped, government in Berlin could return 
only to the Four-Power Kommandatyra, which 
was paralyzed by Russian obstruction y the past. 

Fortunately for the West, most Berliners have 
no desire to see either the Western troops leave 
or their present degree of self-government taken 
away. They are fully aware of their exposed and 
uncertain position deep in the Kremlin’s world. 
They will recognize the Russian conditions for 
what they are—devices to make it possible for 
Moscow to gobble up all the city. 
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Will Senator McFarland Yield? 


Now that Senator Kefauver’s committee for 
the investigation of interstate crime has been 
appointed, must the McFarland committee con. 
tinue duplicating part of its work? 

It seems altogether likely that a duplicating 
investigation would not only be extravagant but 
less effective than a single comprehensive in- 
quiry. Unfortunately, the broad probe which 
the Kefauver committee will make got-started 
later than the McFarland committee’s limited 
investigation, though it was proposed first. 

Must vested interest in an assignment prevail, 
however, over the clear advantages of a unified 
approach? We admit it would be something of 
a novelty for a committee chairman to give over 
in the interest of economy and effectiveness. 
But the shock is one we would gladly experience. 
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Life Looks Up in London 


These may be grim days in London. The 
Laborites may wobble. Taxes may pinch. Bombs 
may threaten. But the nights are wonderful. 

It is possible once again to shed the worries of 
the day at a table so luxuriously and bountifully 
laden that it is an obvious demonstration that 
life is good, very good indeed. The Government 
has removed restrictions on the cost and the 
number of courses served in restaurant meals. 

So the feeling of a man sitting down, say, in 
the Criterion is a little like the feeling of an 
American on the day wartime gas rationing 
ended and he told the station attendant to “fill 
her up.” Only the Englishman has the best of 
it. What's a gas tank to a palate or stomach? 

He can lean back for the first time in more 
than a decade and order cocktails, caviar, pate 
de foi gras, snails, frog legs, wild duck cooked 
in brandy and wine. He still may have only one 
meat course. But he can order all the desserts 
to which his gastronomic cupidity is equal. 

Because of this, we expect a considerable 
brightening of the British viewpoint on almost 
everything from the budget to sterling payments 
to India. After all, there's nothing like a good 
meal to make a man feel that he is a match for 
the world. And these London dinners are bound 
to carry an extra bonus of optimism since prices 
actually are a bit cheaper than when scanty bills 
of fare were the concrete embodiment of the aus- 
terity program, and every head waiter looked like 
Sir Stafford Cripps with a napkin over his arm.

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Nebraska Is Still Satisfied 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Under sponsorship of the late Senator Norris, Nebraska adopted 
its unicameral Legislature 15 years ago; writer says state has 
no desire to return to two-house system; present plan has in- 
creased legislative efficiency and brought work to public view. 


Richard C. Spencer, Professor of Political Science, 
Coe College, lowa, in the National Municipal Review 


Nebraska’s experience with the unicam- 
eral Legislature is now beyond the experi- 
mental stage. The one-house system is 
well established and it is possible to make 
a fairly accurate appraisal of its features. 

The constitutional amendment of 1934 
provided merely for the abolition of the 
two-house Legislature and the substitution 
of a relatively small house of from 30 to 
50 members. The size was fixed within 
these limits in 1935 by the last bicameral 
Legislature in providing for 43 gistricts, a 
member to be elected from each, for the 
term beginning in 1937. 

The biennial sessions were unchanged 
and so also were the relations of the Gov- 
ernor to the Legislature by way of budget 
proposals, veto power and the confirmation 
of gubernatorial appointments. 

By statute the office of the clerk of the 
Legislature was made permanent and a leg- 
islative council with research and refer- 
ence staff was established to assist the 
Legislature. 

Election records show that voters are 
fully aware of their Legislature and are 
interested in their representatives. Al 
though legislative nominees do not have a 
prominent place on the ballot, about four- 
fifths of those voters appearing at general 
elections vote for legislative candidates. 


The Factors for Success 


Internally, the factors that have con- 
tributed to the success of the unicameral 
Legislature may be listed as: 

1. Knowledge of what goes on, that is, 
absence of the uncertainty so common 
under bicameral systems caused by not 
knowing what another chamber, its stand- 
ing committees or committee chairmen or 
conference committees may do. 

2. A bill procedure that is deliberate and 
democratic. 

3. Procedure that is clear, understand- 
able, observable and easily reportable by 
the newspapers. 

4. Committee structure that promotes 
some degree of internal leadership and co- 
ordination. 

5. A session that is not limited as to 
duration. 

All these things have had their effect on 
the total operation of the Legislature. On 
an average the number of bills introduced 


in a session is about half that under the 
former bicameral system. The number of 
laws passed, however, is somewhat larger 
than in the bicameral Legislature, but are 
felt by all concerned to be in better form. 

The time-table of the session is rather 
striking. The deadline for the introduc- 
tion of bills is enforced. Only 17 bills in 
1949 were introduced after the lapse of 
the first 20 legislative days, and a-number 
of these were either recommended by the 
Governor or were substitute or consoli- 
dated bills. 


Minor Changes Proposed 


In striking contrast to the usual closing 
days of bicameral sessions, the last two 
weeks of the session saw only eight biNs 
killed and 36 passed. The number of bills 
on the Governor’s desk at the close of the 
session, therefore, is amazingly small com- 
pared with that usual in other states. 

The people of Nebraska have been wel! 
satisfied with their single-house Lezgisla- 
ture, at least until toward the close of the 
recent session, and they have enjoyed the 
distinction their state has in being unique 
in this particular. 

There are now proposals for minor con- 
stitutional change in the system but no 
suggestion of returning to bicameralism. 
One of the measures to go to the voters in 
1950 was passed in the 1949 session. It 
would amend the constitution to provide 
for four-year terms. 


»An initiative petition is in circulation 
calling for a vote on increasing the legis- 
lative membership to somewhere between 
75 and 85, and raising the salary. The 
thought of Nebraskans is thus upon altera- 
tion of details without changing the essen- 
tial features of unicameralism. 


The 1949 Legislature may or may not 
have made some grievous errors. But in 
spite of charges of lack of leadership on 
policy and that in vote trading it was a 
“fraternity of tolerance,” its program did 
not bog down or end up in the wild con- 
fusion common to most bicameral systems. 


Perhaps one of the greatest assets of the 
Nebraska system is that operations, includ- 
ing those of lobbyists and members alike. 
are out in the open where newspapers may 
report them and keep the people of the 
state currently informed.

THE LIBERAL IMAGINATION: Essays on Literature and 
Society, by Lionel Trilling. (Macmillan, 309 pgs., $3.50.)

This volume collects essays written by 
Lionel Trilling over a period of 10 years 
and published in a variety of places. In 
spite of their diverse origins, the essays 
hold together remarkably well. Taken in- 
dividually or together, they express a sin- 
gle set of literary attitudes and ideas; more 
than that, each essay, directly or indirect- 
ly, whether by exhibiting faults or by cele- 
brating virtues, contributes to a single por- 
trait of the artist as a sane, responsible 
man. 

The values defended here are the liberal 
values, which have political and philosoph- 
ical as well as literary implications. The 
writing that Mr. Trilling most prizes al- 
ways reflects the liberal mind, which is 
characterized by a genuine curiosity about 
ideas. Mr. Trilling finds this curiosity 
more important and more valuable to the 
artist than any strict adherence to ideas 
that are considered politically “liberal.” 
Let it be clear from the first that this 
book does not try to assess writers solely 

on the basis of their 

Fe ideologies; it is far 

aS WOE from being a “lib- 
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i Sa whose instincts were 
as benevolent and as 
radical as one might 
wish but who had only 
the fuzziest affection for ideas; his work re- 
flects a sound hatred for those who would 
stifle ideas, but also, in matters great and 
small, it reflects his basic fuzziness. On 
the other hand, Mr. Trilling has high praise 
for F. Scott Fitzgerald, whose reverence 
for the very rich is anathema to political 
liberals; Fitzgerald's virtue lies in his deep- 
ly felt recognition of the most fundamen- 
tal of American myths—the dream of suc- 
cess.

Mr. Trilling looks for the novelist who 
is a whole man, a thinker as well as a 
creator, equally serious in his art and his 
thought. The essential integrity of art is 
directly defended in the hostile judgment 
of Dreiser's fiction, a hostile judgment that 
extends as far down as style ang as far 
up as ideology. A sample observation: 
“from the earth of a novelist’s prose spring 
his characters, his ideas, and even his story 
itself.” 

From prose style to images and ideas 
‘to borrow Philip Rahy’s phrase), the 
novel is one. And just as the work of 
art is one, so must the artist be one; he 
must be sane. Arguing from the standpoint 
of a confirmed Freudian, Mr. Trilling pur- 
sues his belief in the sanity of art through 
two essays, in which he quarrels with the

|. WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP)— 
'Everett Sanders, former chairman 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee and secretary to President 
Calvin Coolidge, collapsed and 
died in his law offices yesterday. 
He was 68 years old. He had been 
suffering from a heart ailment for 


some time. 
Sanders was born in Clay 


county, Ind. He was graduated 


.'from Indiana University in 1907 


and practiced law in Terre Haute. 
He served as a United States rep- 
resentative from 1917 to 1925, 
when he became Coolidge’s secre- 
tary. He held that post for four 
years. He began the practice of 
law in Washington in 1930 and 
from 1932 to 1934 was Republican 
National Chairman. 

Sanders is survived by his 
widow, the former Hilda Sims. 
They had no children.

In conclucing this series of ar- 
ticles on the Sixth Fleet and its 
stabilizing influence in the Med- 
iterranean, there are certain gen- 
eral observations to be noted.

Caissons rum- 
bled along highways. Frequent 
road blocks stopped travelers for 
identification. Food was scarce 
and poor. Homeless and stateless 
throngs haunted immigration of- 
fices and transportation centers. 
Governments were loose and fre- 


quently corrupt. Greece alone 
had 750,000 refugees. Banditry 
and terrorism pervaded the land. 
The air of suspicion was thick. 
Today the picture is changed 
vastly. Highways are free for 
travel and greatly improved.

Significant also of the fresh 
stability in Mediterranean lands 
is the appearance of a number of 
new hotels.

LABOR BARD 


Offers to Try to Find a 
Middle Ground for In- 
terpretation of Taft- 
Hartley Law. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP)— 


Robert N. Denham, general coun- 
sel for the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, offered last night to 
close the widening breach be- 
tween his office and the board by 
finding some “middle ground” for 
interpreting the Taft-Hartley la- 
bor law. 

The five-man board and Den- 
ham have had sharp differences 
of opinion over policy and admin- 
istration of the law. President 
‘Truman has proposed abolishing 
the office of general counsel. 

Denham sent a five-line con- 
ciliatory note to the board last 
night. Although he would not dis- 
close the contents, it wes under- 
stood to have offered to talk over 
the chances of reaching a com- 
mon ground for future opera- 
tions. 

That was subject, of course, to 
Denham’'s continuing in office. 
There was strong opinion that he 
might be fired by President Tru- 
man for his critical remarks about 
the “flank attack” on the Taft- |——— 
Hartley Act represented by the 
President’s effort to abolish his 
office. 

An announcement by Louis G. 
Silverberg, NLRB information di- 
rector, showed how far the you- 

o-your-way, I'll-go-mine attitude 

as developed between Denham 
and the NLRB. 

In the past, Silverberg has 
worked for both Denham and the 
NLRB. In the future, he said, he 
will speak only for the five-man 
board. 

Silverberg said that Denham 
plans to handle his own public 
relations hereafter. He added he 
was making the announcement at 
Denham’s request. 

Denham and the board, headed 
by Chairman Paul M. Herzog, 
have differed repeatedly on policy 
matters. 

The argument grew more in- 
tense when Truman presented to 
Congress an NLRB reorganization 
plan which would have abolished 
the general counsel’s office. Den- 
ham’s job was saved yesterday by 
the Senate, which rejected Tru- 
man’s plan,” 53 to 30.

E did a good day's work in 
W ou: Commission on Human 

Rights Thursday, finishing 
two resolutions which stated the 
way in which we would like to 
continue our work in the imme- 
diate future, and doing four of 
the implementation articles. In 
these we made some rather funda- 
mental decisions. 

One group of delegates was 
anxious that since our machinery 
for implementation was to be 
permanently set up it should be 
elected by the International Court 
of Justice and npt only, by the 
states ratifying the covenant. It 
had been suggested that a panel 
be nominated from which, on oc- 
casion as the neéd arose, people 
would be drawn to hear a com- 
plaint and try to ascertain the 
facts. That was rejected and it 
was deceided that a committee of 
Seven was to be elected from the 
panel nominated by the states 
ratifying the covenant, and that 
it should be constantly at work.

THE IDEA in the minds of 
those who advocated the election 
of this committee by the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice was that 
it would insure a more impartial 
group of people being chosen and 


that those elected would be more ‘ 


widely representative. Therefore. 
they reasoned, the committee 
might serve as a better foundation 
on which to build eventually a 
court human rights. 

Those who wanted the states as 
parties to the covenant to elect 
from a panel the seven members 
to serve as the Committee on 
Human Rights felt that, since 
under both methods the people 
to be elected were to be chosen 
from a panel nominated by the 
States parties to the covenant, 
their caliber and impartiality was 
assured under either system.

IT SEEMED doubtful whether 
under the statute of the Inter- 
national Court of Justice there 
was any obligation on the court 
to hold elections on request. If 
the court did so, it would be 
purely an accommodation. There- 
fore, it seemed better procedure 
to keep this election machinery 
in the hands of states’ parties to 
the covenant.

IT WAS 7:40 when I reached 
home Thursday evening. There- 
fore, it was nearly 8:30 before 
I reached the Waldorf-Astoria, 
where I was given the Four Free- 
doms Award established in mem- 
ory of my husband by a commit- 
tee headed by the Hon. Ferdi- 
nand Pecora, Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of New York. I was 
touched by the fact that the 
addresses on the fdur freedoms 
were given by such eloquent 
speakers—the Hon. Aubrey: S. 
Eban, the Hon. J. Howard Mc- 
Grath, the Hon. Brien McMahon 
and the Hon. Ferdinand Pecora. 
The award was presented by Mr. 
Emil K. Ellis. Miss Regina Res- 
nick sang the National Anthem 
and the Rev. Gordon L. Kidd 
gave the invocation. 

The award in itself is a beau- 
tiful citation, with paintings in 
the four corners illustrating the 
different freedoms. When it was 
finally presented to me _ there 
was little for me to say except

Since 
you are noted for vour common 
sense and impatience with hair- 
splitting, we feel that you must 
have a good reason for support- 
ing the rule. So Please explain 
it for my typing class. will you’—

A. The tendency today is to use 
commas only when they are need- 
ed for the sake of clearness. The 
main purpose of the comma is: 
(1) to mark a natural pause: (2) 
to prevent vagueness or confusion. 

1, Note how the commas mark 
the natural pauses in this sen- 
tence: Human nature will not 
flourish, any more than a pota- 
to, if it be planted, for too long 
a series of generations, in the 
same worn-out soil. 

2. Note how the commas change 
the meaning of this sentence: 
Woman, without her man. is in- 
complete. Woman, without her, 
man is incomplete. 

Likewise in a series of three or 
more, cOMmas are necessary to 


. make the meaning clear. Let us 


say that a woman buys four 
dresses and we describe them 
thus: blue, green, red and vellow 
dresses. WHhout the comma be- 
fore “and,” the statement actual- 
ly describes three dresses, not 
four, and the last mentioned is 
red and yellow. 

Note how the comma before 
“and” clarifies the meaning: blue, 
green, red, and yellow dresses. 
We know now that there are four 
dresses and that each is of a
